concession of the minimum would only 
invoive the remission of 6,326,000 
francs in duties.

SEED CORN WORTHLESS, 


Alarming State of Affairs in Nebraska 
Is Worrying Farmere—Tests Are 
Being Made.

OMAHA, Feb. 21.—As a result of 
continuous tests of Nebraska seed 
corn, the Commercial Club of Omaha 
announced that only 27% per cent. of 
the corn held by farmers for seed in 

Nebraska would grow.

The corn in the 
northern part of the State is abso- 
lutely worthless for seed, while in the 
southern portion, those farmers who 
have tested the corn find they have 
only sufficient seed for themselves 
and will have none to sell.

On the report of Patrolman Miller 
and Cook, detailed to watch the Im- 
perial café, the proprietor, John Kos- 
ter, was cited to appear next Mon- 
day night and defend both his restau- 
rant and liquor licenses. ,.The police 
reported that the women found in the 
place were depraved, that they were 
provided with companions by waiters 
and that there were many other ir- 
regularities. Koster was at the Police 
Commission meeting and leaped over 
the railing to protest his innocence. 
“T have been Mayor cleven months,” 
said the Mayor, “and in all that time 
I have received more complaints about 
your place than any other.”

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AMBLER OR THIEF? 


A distinguished preacher in Les Angeles last | 


Sunday declared from his pulpit that a gambler is 
fo better than a thief. He might have gone fur- 
ther and still kept within the bounds ‘of truth. A 
common gambier is not half so good as a great 
many highwaymen. There is some virility about a 
stage-robber, but there is none about a card sharp. 

The divine who was explaining these matters to 
his congregation inciuded more than the card sharp 
under the head of gambler. He would have it that 
_ speculators generally are no better than they should 
be, if not so bad as @ daylight burgiar or a mid- 
night hold-up man. If a speculator tells ‘untruths 
and in every way that he can deceives those with 
whom he “plays the game,” he is as bad as any 
thieves in all the categorics. 

But the preacher and pastor have an up-hill job 
on their hands to eliminate the thirst for gambling 
from human\nature. It seems to be inherent in 
the whole race and to break out in all kinds of 


ways. 
The burglar himself is a gambler. He takes 


more chances to get less than any honest man who | 
does something useful and plays “a square game” — 
with his neighbor during his lifetime. A burglar | 


will break into a house at the imminent danger of 
being shot in the act or caught while ip the per- 
formance of his game, or tripped up by a detective 
in some way afterward and sent to prison. He 
could make a better living with less risk, a quieter 
conscience, in every way more satisfactorily, if he 
could only be taught that “honesty is the best policy.” 
The trapper goes to the wilds of American woods 
from year’s end to year’s end, tramping almost in- 
accessible mountains, through almost impenetrable 
snows, for the fur of the wild creatures who live 
there. He could make @ great deal more money in 
arf easier and safer way; but the element of chance 
in the trapper’s and hunter's business is really the 
great fascination. 

Here we have a bit of territory on the lower Col- 
erado about to be opened up to settiement. The 
government is about to allot: there 172 farms to 
American citizens. More than that number of ap- 
plicants are sitting up nights and days for a week 
or more in the hope of getting the first allotment. 
It is the opinion of men exceedingly well informed 
upon the subject that any one of these couple of 
-hundred persons may go down to the Imperial Val- 
ley and at his leisure look over the country, pick 
out a piece of land, and buy it for less per acre than 
the government is demanding for this irrigated 
land on the Colorado. Some of these who are “in 
line” may not know this; but, on the other hand, a 
good many of them do. There is no chance in going 
down into the Imperial Valley and selecting the 
quarter-section you desire, coming to an under- 
standing as to its price, paying your money. and 
getting it. It is simply cold-blooded business. There 
_ is no element of chance, no speculation, no gamble 
about it, 

The scores of people in the line waiting for the 
Land Office to make this Yuma allotment on the 
Colorado are all gombling. No one of them ex- 


pects to get the worst piece in the 172 farms, ner

W HERE fiAS OUR TRADE BALANCE 
? 

The World Almanac sets down the domestic 

of the United States for 1909 at a gross 

value of $1,638,345,598, and the reéxports of foreign 

goods at $24,655,511. The imports for the year 

are given by the same authority at $1,311,920,224, 

leaving an excess of exports over imports of $351,- 
090,880. 


Moody’s Magazine gtves the imports at $1,475,- 
520,205, and claims an excess of exports over im- 


ports, or a balance of trade, of only $251,862,923., 


We are at a loss to explain the discrepancy in the 
two authorities. 

In 1892 for the first time the exports of domestic 
products from this country exceeded $1,000,000,000, 
Then for the next four slow years in trade they 
went back to about the figures prevailing hefore 
1892, and not until 1897 was the billion mark 
reached again. From that date there has been a 
pretty steady increase in the value of exports, the 
climax being reached in 1907, when the value of 
exports! from the country rose to $1,853,718,034. 
We are using here only the value of domestic ex- 
ports. But in the same year the reéxportation of 
foreign goods also touched almost the record figure, 
being $27,133,044, which was exceeded only three 
times before, and then but very little, namely, in 
1901, 1902 and 1903. 

Passi to imports, the value of all into the 
country first passed the billion mark in 1908, fall- 
ing back in the next year, and then again increas- 
‘ing for three years, touching the highest point in 
1907, as in the case of exports. In this year the 
value of imports reached $1,434,421,425. Nineteen 
hundred and eight was followed by a considerable 
decrease. This was owing to the slackness of trade 
in that year in part, and probably partly to the 

revision of the tariff in the United States. 
For 1909 we have given the value of imports above. 
The first part of the year the movement inward 
was slow on account of the pending revision of the 
tariff, and the last half of the year must have wit- 
| nesaed an enormous rush into the country of for- 
eign goods because of the depletion of stocks 
ing the revision of the tariff. This fact undoubt- 
edly accounts for the abundant revenue being pro- 
duced by the PaynerAldrich tariff bill. It is a re- 
sult that may not be fo steadily. When 
stocks are well filled up there will probably be 
fewer imports than before. 

Looking at the excess of value of exports over 
imports, we find 1898 credited with an excess of 
over $600,000,000. This figure was not touched 
again until 1901, when the excess reached $664,- 


years while imports steadily rose, it was not until 
1906 that the half-billion-dollar mark was passed

So we might if it were not that

We might 
struggle along under the handicap if it were the 
But when we consider that nearly all 
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defray their expenses, and we have a threefold 
difficulty to struggle with. Again, in good times 
something iike\ 1,000,000 foreigners come into the 
country, and their accumulation here reaches many 
millions. These nearly all send more or less money 
back to “the old folks at home.” It is estimated 
that Italy profits from remittances from America 
by something like $50,000,000 a year. < 

One way or, another, financiers figure that our_ 
exports must exceed o imports by about 
$500,000,000 before there is y real balance of 
trade to our credit abroad. If the firures used in 
Moody’s Magazine are correct we have only 50 per 
cent. enough credit to meet these counter charges, 
and even the figures used by the World Almanac 
would leave us more than $150,000,000 “in the 
hole.” 

Our imports during the latter half of 1909 were 
abnormally heavy. They probably ran into bigger 
figures than a whole normal year Would do. It is 
quite possible that 1910 may show a smaller amount 
of imports than the previous year and not make so 
big a hele in our exports. But, everything dis- 
counted, we losing our place in world as 2 
food-purveyor for all the people. At same time, 
with the great growth of population we are increas- 
ing our imports from some quarters. For example, 
the balance.of trade in favor of the Latin republics 
to the south of us against the United States last 
year amounted to about $90,000,000. As our man- 
ufactures expand we must have more raw material 
from outside. As our population grows we shall 
have less and less foodstuffs to export. We are | 
now importing vast quantities of certain articles 
in this list, and even the staple articles of food 
will probably before long be imported into the 
United States. . 

During the last year American gold to the ex- 
tent of $125,000,000 was shipped out of the coun- 
try to secure our accounts abroad. This is where 
the shoe pinches. We need al! the money we have 
and more than we can get to carry on the vast ac- 
tivities of our industrial enterprises. An exhaus- 
tion of the stock of money would mean the curtail- 
ment of our activities.
